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A TRIBUTE TO IRENE TAYLOR HEINEMAN 
ROY E. SIMPSON, Superintendent of Public Instruction 


The retirement of Mrs. Irene Taylor Heineman as Assistant to the 
Superintendent of Public Instruction was announced to the State Board 
of Education on September 30, 1949, in Los Angeles. A ceremony honor- 
ing her services to public education in the State of California was held 
on the occasion of a meeting of the executive staff of the Department of 
Education on Tuesday, October 23, 1949, in the Library-Courts building, 
Sacramento. The effective date of her retirement was October 31, 1949. 

At the staff meeting, a tribute to Mrs. Heineman signed by William 
L. Blair, president of the State Board of Education, and by the Super- 
intendent of Public Instruction, was presented to her. Bound in dark red 
morocco, the tribute was lettered in the style of an illuminated manu- 
script by Doyt Early, staff architect, School Planning. The text of the 


tribute follows. 

The State of California has been fortunate in that for more than twenty-two 
years it has claimed the services of Irene Taylor Heineman in behalf of public 
education. She has devoted to the public welfare her splendid qualifications of intel- 
lect, understanding, and energy, first as a member of the State Board of Education, 
1927 to 1931, to which she was appointed by the late Clement Calhoun Young during 
his term as Governor of the State; and in the years since November, 1931, as Assist- 
ant to the Superintendent of Public Instruction in Los Angeles, to which office she 
was appointed by Vierling Kersey, then Superintendent of Public Instruction. 

Her profound devotion to the development of public education has been equally 
appreciated in the numerous organizations in which she has been a valued leader. 
Her activities cover too broad a span even to be summarized, but it is impossible not 
to recall her unique contributions as a vice-chairman of the Southern California 
Council for UNESCO, and as education chairman for that Council; as a member of 
the board of directors of the United Nations Association, and as chairman of the 
education committee for that association; as founder president of the League of 
Women Voters, Southern California; as a member of the national board of the Amer- 
ican Association of University Women for twelve years, and as a sectional director 
and as national education chairman for that association; as a member of the board 
and education chairman of the Business and Professional Women’s Club of Los 
Angeles; as a member of the state advisory board, California Congress of Parents and 
Teachers; as a member of the board of directors of the Church Federation of Los 
Angeles; as a member of the board of directors of the Pacific Coast Council on 
Intercultural Education; and as a member of the Mayor's Committee of the City 
of Los Angeles. 

It would be difficult to do justice to her remarkable service as a public-spirited 
citizen in her responsibilities to the State, and in her concern for the most valuable 
activities of the many organizations she so scrupulously served. On the occasion of 
her honorable retirement, on the eve of her seventieth birthday, we must turn to the 
traditional salute and inscribe on her fine record only—“Well done!” 

But neither this inscription nor any words can express the personal regard and 
affection Irene Taylor Heineman has inspired in those who have been privileged to 
be her associates in the State Board of Education and the State Department of 
Education through these years of service. 
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In addition to the activities mentioned in the tribute, Mrs. Heineman 
has also served the Los Angeles Young Women’s Christian Association, 
as a member of the board of directors; as an honorary member of the 
California Association of Women Deans and Vice-Principals; as a mem- 
ber of the board of the Los Angeles Girls Council; as a member of the 
board of the California Association for Adult Education; as a member of 
the board of the National Conference on Family Relations, Southern 
California Branch; as a member of the board of the College of Physicians 
and Surgeons, Los Angeles; as a member of the board of trustees, 
St. Margaret’s House, Berkeley (a social workers’ training center for the 
Episcopal Church); as chairman of the committee on foreign scholar- 
ships, Phi Beta Kappa Alumni, Southern California; as a member of the 
board of Occidental College; and as a member of the women’s division, 
Committee for Economic Development. She was a member of the Los 
Angeles (State) Normal School Board, 1915 to 1919, during the vears 
when that school was being converted into the Southern Branch of the 
University of California (now University of California, Los Angeles). 
She also has been an active member of the American Association for 
Adult Education; California Co-ordinating Councils; University Reli- 
gious Conference; Women’s Interest Section, U. S. Army; Institute of 
Pacific Relations; Delta Kappa Gamma; the George Foster Peabody 
Award Committee (radio programs); and the American Association of 
School Administrators. 

Mrs. Heineman is a native of Byron, Contra Costa County, and 
attended Oakland public schools. She was graduated from University of 
California, Berkeley, in 1901, and received a master of arts degree from 
the University in 1902. Her major was in the classics, Greek and Latin. 
She is a member of Phi Beta Kappa, is one of the founders of the Uni- 
versity’s Prytanean Society, and is a member of Kappa Alpha Theta 
sorority. She is the wife of Arthur S. Heineman, southern California 
architect, and the mother of three daughters, Mrs. Bradford Swope, 
Kenilworth, Illinois; Mrs. Frederick N. Pauly, Pasadena; and Mrs. 
Norman McPhail, Los Angeles. Mr. and Mrs. Heineman reside at 1425 
Dartmouth Drive, Glendale. 


CURRENT EXPENSE OF CALIFORNIA SCHOOL DISTRICTS 
FOR THE FISCAL YEARS 1946-47 AND 1947-48

The current expense of the public schools maintained by California 
school districts for the fiscal years 1946-47 and 1947-48 has been com- 
piled from annual financial reports of the county superintendents of 
schools. This summary presents an analysis of current expense, showing 
for each school level the total amount, the amount per pupil in average 
daily attendance, and the percentage of the total amount expended for 
each of the major classes of expenditure listed in the California School 
Accounting Manual.? 

The current expense included in this analysis is that paid from the 
General Funds of school districts,? with the exception of expenditures 
classified as “8—Community Services.” The analysis does not include 
amounts classified as ““7—Capital Outlay,” nor transfers to other school 
districts, nor current expenses of special funds of school districts, such 
as the cafeteria and child care center funds. The relatively infrequent 
current expenses paid from a building fund are not included, nor are 
payments of interest on outstanding bonds from Bond Interest and Sink- 
ing funds. The expense of county superintendents of schools, including 
that for maintenance of emergency schools and special classes, is omitted, 
and the average daily attendance ? in such schools and classes has not been 
employed in the computation of current expense per unit of average daily 
attendance in these tables. 

Table 1 presents a statement of average daily attendance, by grade 
levels, in elementary school districts, high school districts, and junior 
college districts, with consolidated totals for all districts. 

Table 2 presents the current expense of elementary school districts, 
high school districts, and junior college districts, for each major class of 
expenditure, with consolidated totals for all districts. 

Table 3 presents in summary form the amount and percentage of 
increase in total and per pupil expense in the fiscal year 1947-48 compared 
with the previous fiscal year, 1946-47. 

In these tables, the figures for elementary school districts include 
attendance and expense in kindergartens and elementary schools and in 
the small number of high school classes maintained in elementary schools.

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In comparing the total and per pupil expense for the two fiscal years, 
it should be noted that State support for the fiscal year 1946-47 was on 
the basis of provisions of the California Constitution and Education Code 
prior to the major increases effected by the initiative constitutional 
amendment approved at the general election of November 4, 1946 and the 
enactment of the apportionment law known as Assembly Bill 2120 by the 
1947 session of the Legislature. These major increases in State support 
were effective for the fiscal year 1947-48 and are reflected in higher total 
and per pupil expense for that period.

APPOINTMENTS TO STAFF 


Henry A. Patnaune has been appointed to the position of associate 
construction supervisor, and is assigned to responsibilities of plant con- 
struction and maintenance in State colleges and other institutions in the 
jurisdiction of the Department of Education. The appointment became 
effective September 26, 1949. Mr. Patnaude attended Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology, Wentworth Institute, and Fitchburg Normal 
School.

Marton R. Tinting has been appointed to the position of editorial 
assistant in the Bureau of Textbooks and Publications, effective Sep- 
tember 26, 1949. A native of New York, Mrs. Tinling attended Occi- 
dental College and was graduated from Keuka College, Penn Yan, New 
York. Since 1930 she has been a member of the staff of the research divi- 
sion of the Huntington Library, San Marino. Her responsibilities there 
included those of managing editor of Huntington Library publications. 
She also edited several historical books, including The Secret Diary of 
William Byrd of Westover (1943). 


APPOINTMENT OF SUPERINTENDENT, SPECIAL SCHOOL 

E. A. Lown, formerly director of special services for Santa Ana 
public schools, was appointed superintendent of the state residential 
School for Cerebral-Palsied Children, Northern California, at Redwood 
City, effective September 1, 1949. Mr. Lown is a graduate of the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska, and has done graduate work at University of South- 
ern California, University of Nebraska, Northwestern University, and 
College of the Pacific.

ESTABLISHMENT OF FIELD RECORDS UNIT 


On July 1, 1949, a Field Records Unit was established within the 
Division of Public School Administration for the purpose of providing 
a direct service to school districts and county superintendents of schools 
in the areas of attendance and fiscal accounting, recording, and report- 
ing. The unit is under the general supervision of Ronald W. Cox, Assistant 
Division Chief, with Marion B. Sloss as supervising field representative. 

The Field Records Unit, as now organized, combines and correlates 
the field accounting services formerly operated separately under the Child 
Care Centers Program, the School Lunch Program, and the School 
Administration office of the Division. The staff of the Field Records 
Unit consists of six field representatives and three auditors, each of whom 
is assigned to one or more of six regional areas. 

Specifically, the representatives of the Field Records Unit will assist 
in the establishment and maintenance of adequate financial accounting 
procedures in connection with cafeteria, school lunch, transportation, 
student body, and child care funds; they will assist in the establishment 
and maintenance of adequate and uniform attendance accounting proce- 
dures throughout the elementary and secondary school levels; they will 
provide an auditing service as required to carry out the provisions of the 
child care center law and the school lunch program; they will provide 
assistance in the compilation of reports required to be transmitted by 
school districts to the State Department of Education. 

During the fiscal year 1949-50, a total of $197,665,652.62, consti- 
tuting the State School Fund, will be apportioned to school districts for 
the operation and maintenance of public schools from kindergarten 
through junior college. The State School Fund is distributed on the basis 
of data accumulated and recorded by school districts and reported 
through county superintendents of schools to the State Department of 
Education. It is recognized that uniform recording and reporting 
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throughout the various school levels is needed to provide an equitable 
and legal basis for distribution of the fund and to insure maximum benefits 
to all school districts under the various State Aid programs. 

The establishment of the Field Records Unit is based upon the above 
need and constitutes a major step in the unification of the several field 
accounting services of the Division of Public School Administration hav- 
ing directly related purposes and heretofore operated under separate 
service agencies within the Division.

This bulletin is designed to help teachers of kindergarten and 
primary-grade children to teach arithmetic that will function in the 
everyday lives of children now and in their later lives as adults. It will 
serve as a guide to the informal introduction of arithmetic prior to the 
use of more formal textbook materials. 
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Committees of teachers, principals, supervisors, superintendents, and 
college teachers of education in four sections of the state helped in deter- 
mining the content of the publication. Results of research in child devel- 
opment and in arithmetic curriculum were analyzed, and materials of 
instruction prepared by school systems throughout the state were exam- 
ined and utilized. Illustrative charts and photographs are included. 

On recommendation of the California Curriculum Commission, the 
material in this bulletin was adopted by the State Board of Education as 
a teacher’s manual for use in the public elementary schools of the state.

ATTORNEY GENERAL’S OPINIONS 


Transportation by School District of Pupils Living 
in Another District and Attending School in a Third District 

Under, and subject to, Education Code Section 1502, school district 
A may enter into an agreement with school district B for the transporta- 
tion to and from school in school buses of school district A of pupils 
residing in school district B and attending school in school district C. 
(AGO 49-166; 14 Ops. Cal. Atty. Gen. 140.) 


Right of Employment in Unified School Districts of Principals, 
Supervisors, and District Superintendents of Component Districts 

The effect of Education Code Section 4982 is that if a principal, 
supervisor, or district superintendent of schools of an elementary, high 
school, or junior college district had been employed by such district, 
under a contract having a term of two or more years, prior to the inclusion 
of the district in a unified school district formed under Chapter 16 of 
Division 2 of the Education Code, he is entitled to employment in the 
unified school district for the remainder, and no more, of the term of his 
contract. A principal or supervisor cannot be employed for a term in 
excess of one school year, except in the case of those employed in city 
school districts where the city charter may provide for a longer term 
(citing Godward v. Board of Trustees, 94 Cal. App. 160, and Anderson 
v. Board of Education, 126 Cal. App. 514), whereas a district superin- 
tendent of schools under Education Code Section 1303 can be employed 
for a term of one to four years. 

A district superintendent of schools of a high school district whose 
contract of employment as such terminated June 30, 1949, and who had 
been dismissed by the governing board of the district effective June 30, 
1949, had no right to employment under Education Code Section 4982 
in a unified school district in which the high school district had been 
included effective July 1, 1949. (AGO 49-92; 14 Ops. Cal. Atty. 


Gen. 117.) 
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Enactment of Rule by Local School Board Requiring Teachers 
to Submit to Chest X-ray Examinations 

Under Education Code Sections 2204 and 13521, the governing board 
of a school district has the power to adopt and enforce a rule requiring 
teachers, including holders of life diplomas and certificates, to submit 
to X-ray examinations to determine the presence of tuberculosis, in order 
to prevent the spread of tuberculosis and the possibility of its communica- 
tion under conditions obtaining in the schoolroom. There are no provi- 
sions of the Education Code or other law nor any regulation of the State 
Board of Education inconsistent with such a rule. (AGO 47-200; 14 Ops. 
Cal. Atty. Gen. 110.) 


Payment by School District to Employees of Fixed Amounts 
for Traveling Expenses or for Use of Automobile 

Under Education Code Section 13203, the governing board of a 
school may not pay the superintendent of schools of the district or any 
other employee of the district a fixed amount per month for traveling 
expenses or for use of his automobile, Government Code Section 1223 not 
being applicable to school district employees. Such an employee can, 
under Education Code Section 13203, be paid only his actual and neces- 
sary traveling expenses. (AGO 49-123; 14 Ops. Cal. Atty. Gen. 119.)

NATIQNAL CONTESTS FOR SCHOOLS, 1949-50 


The National Contest Committee of the National Association of 
Secondary-School Principals has set up the following criteria for use in 
evaluating national contests for placement on the approved list of national 
contests for secondary schools. 


1. The purpose and objective of any contest or similar activity must be sound and 
timely. 
a. The contest must be a worthy activity. 
b. The activity must be stimulating to student and school. 
c. All contests must be regarded as desirable activities for the schools. 
d. The activity and awards should be philanthropic wherever possible. 
(1) Scholarships for worthy students. 
(2) Useful prizes and awards. 
e. The educational values must always outweigh commercial aspects of activity. 
2. Contest or similar activity should be well planned and have adequate and impartial 
evaluation. 
3. Contests should not duplicate other contests or activities sponsored by other organ- 
izations. 
a. The same organization should not conduct more than one national contest in the 
same school year. 
. Awards and prizes must be adequate in number and amount. 
. The contest must not place an excessive burden on student, teacher, and school. 
. Contest must not require excessive or frequent absence of particspants from school. 
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7. The subject of an essay or similar contest must not be controversial, commercial, 
or sectarian. Propaganda, good or bad, should be avoided. 

8. The organization offering the contest or other similar activity must be engaged in 
a creditable or generally acceptable enterprise or activity regardless of the kind 
and character of prizes offered. 


The National Contest Committee considered the applications of all 
agencies that offer a national contest to the secondary schools for the 
school year 1949-50, approved those which meet the criteria set forth 
above, and listed them in the October, 1949, issue of The Bulletin of the 
National Association of Secondary-School Principals. Additional national 
contests, if any, will be considered by the National Contest Committee in 
December, 1949, and listed in the February, 1950, issue of The Bulletin.

FELLOWSHIPS FOR TEACHERS IN SPECIAL FIELDS 


The California Congress of Parents and Teachers, Inc., has given aid 
during the past three years to 130 persons being trained as teachers in the 
field of special education. Approximately $45,000 has been granted, in 
amounts ranging from $150 for summer study to $1,200 in yearly fellow- 
ships. The Congress of Parents and Teachers has expended a total of 
$200,000 on these and other types of grants during recent years, and 
although no allocations are to be discontinued, it has become necessary 
to reduce the amounts allotted for the year 1950-51. 

The program of assistance in training of teachers of exceptional 
children will be continued on the following basis: 


1. Ten graduate fellowships of $750 each will be given for a year’s training at San 

Francisco State College in one or more of six special fields: 

Education of the physically (orthopedically) handicapped child 

Education of the cerebral palsied child 

Education of the deaf or hard-of-hearing child 

Education of the blind or partially-sighted child 

Education of the mentally retarded child 

Correction of speech defects 
Recipients must possess prerequisites that will permit them to secure a teaching 
credential in a field of special education at the close of the year’s study. They will 
be expected to teach at least two years in the field of training in the public schools 
of California. Detailed information regarding the curriculum may be secured by 
addressing San Francisco State College, 124 Buchanan St., San Francisco 2. 


2. Loans of $100 each for summer study will be given for training of teachers of the 
deaf or hard of hearing. These are grants from the proceeds of an estate which 
are specifically limited to these two fields of special education. This training may 
be taken at any accredited college that offers it, whether in or out of California. 


Completed applications must be filed before March 31, 1950. Appli- 
cations will not be accepted from any candidate who has received 
previous grants from this source. Application forms and further informa- 
tion regarding fellowships or loans may be secured by addressing the 
California Congress of Parents and Teachers, 1151 South Broadway, 608 
Occidental Life Building, Los Angeles 15, California. 


WILDLIFE SCHOOL LEAFLETS 


Four leaflets on California wildlife have been prepared for school use 
by the Division of Fish and Game, State Department of Natural 
Resources. Leaflet Number One, The California Valley Quail, will be 
like the one issued in May, 1948, except for a few small revisions and the 
omission of the questions for class activity, which will be supplied instead 
on separate mimeographed sheets. This leaflet carries on the cover a 
colored reproduction of a painting of a valley quail. The next three leaf- 
lets will be about trout, beaver, and salmon. 

The Wildlife School Leaflets are written for fourth- or fifth-grade 
pupils. Each one will have a color plate and sketches, and will be printed 
in large clear type. The leaflets are being issued now on an experimental 
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basis for limited distribution in order that their value in the elementary 
school classroom may be determined. Expansion of this program in con- 
servation will depend upon the reaction of pupils, teachers, supervisors, 
and administrators to the leaflets and their views on the practical useful- 
ness of such a series. 

Requests for samples of the leaflets or small experimental sets for 
classroom use may be addressed by county, city, and district superintend- 
ents of schools to the Bureau of Textbooks and Publications, State Depart- 
ment of Education, Sacramento 14, California. Copies for schools not 
having local superintendents should be ordered by the county superin- 
tendent of schools. 


CANADA IN GEOGRAPHICAL ASPECT 

The Canadian Geographical Society published in 1948 a series of 
Provincial Geographical Aspects Booklets, one about each of the 
provinces of Canada—Alberta, British Columbia, Manitoba, New Bruns- 
wick, Nova Scotia, Ontario, Prince Edward Island, Quebec, and Sas- 
katchewan.

Westinghouse Science Scholarships amounting to $11,000 will be dis- 
tributed among the trip winners. 


The objectives of the Science Talent Search are the following: 

1. To discover and foster the education of boys and girls whose scientific skill, 
talent, and ability indicate potential creative originality and warrant scholarships 
for their development. 

2. To focus the attention of large numbers of scientifically gifted youths on the 
need for perfecting scientific and research skill and knowledge so that they 
can increase their capacities for contributing to the rehabilitation of a war- 
dislocated world and to help the United States, with the aid of science, to lead 
the world to permanent peace. 

3. To help make the American public aware of the varied and vital role science 
plays in world affairs and in raising the standard of living.
